At eleven o’clock, in accordance with a proclamation which 
was issued by the Governor and read by the Moderator, the 
town business was laid aside and a short time given over 
to the discussing of the “ great war” which is shaking the 
whole world and in which the United States is destined to 
take so large a part. So large a part, in fact, financially and 
otherwise, that judging from the past it must bring victory. 

After remarks by Rev. Frank W. Whippen, Dr. Z. 
Willis Kemp and others, the following motion was pre- 
sented by Mr. Warren H. Tucker and voted. 

It is moved that a committee of three be appointed to 
express the sentiment of this meeting as fully in sympathy 
with our Governor and our willingness to codperate in all 
ways to the desired end.. ; 

The committee appointed are Rev. Frank W. Whippen, 
Dr. Z. Willis Kemp, and Warren H. Tucker. 

(Return to the town business.) 

It was voted that a committee 6f three be appointed by 
the chair, said committee to nominate candidates for the 
remaining town offices not elected by ballot. 

The chair. nominated Albert F. Nason, Frank Cavaric, 
Edward Merrill. 

At 11.45 it was voted to take a recess until 12.30. 

Meeting called to order at 1.10 p. m. 

Voted to lay Article 1 on the table and take up Article 2 
(current expenses). 

Voted to raise and appropriate the sum of $1,500.00 for 
current expenses of the town for the ensuing year. 
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Pass to Article 3 (State road maintenance). 

Voted to raise and appropriate the sum of $300.00 for 
state road maintenance for the ensuing year, the state ap- 
propriating a lake sum. 

Pass to Article 4 (road at So. Kingston). 

Voted to raise and appropriate the sum of $500.00 for 
continuing the work on the road at So. Kingston. 

Pass to Article 5 (State aid on road). 

Voted to accept state aid in building the trunk line and 
voted to raise and appropriate the sum of $310.00 to secure 
the same. 

Pass to Article 6 (Main Street). 

Voted to raise and appropriate the sum of $250.00 to 
finish grading Main Street. 

Pass to Article 7 (Street lighting). 

Voted to raise and appropriate the sum of $769.92 to 
meet the contract for street lighting for the ensuing year. 

Pass to Article 8 (Library). 

Voted to raise and appropriate the sum of $100.00 in 
addition to that required by law, for the support of the 
Library for the ensuing year. 

Pass to Article 9 (Memorial Day). 

Voted to reappropriate the balance of $13.83 of last 
year’s Memorial Day appropriation which was returned to 
the town treasurer by the committee. 

Pass to Article 10 (White pine blister). 

Voted to indefinitely postpone this article. 

Pass to Article 11 (Elkins poor fund). 

Voted to indefinitely postpone this article. 

Pass to Article 12 (Band concerts). 

Voted to raise and appropriate the sum of $100.00 for a 
series of concerts to be given by the Kingston Cornet Band 
on the common this summer.

HEALTH REPORT. 


During the past year we have been free from the usual 
epidemic diseases to a large extent and the few cases occur- 
ring were confined to the houses where the disease first 
broke out. 

Last fall, however, we suffered from the prevailing epi- 
_demic of influenza and many suffered from this disease 
though fortunately fatal cases were few. Later there was 
a recurrence, which seems to have abated, although sporadic 
cases are apt to occur until about all who have not previously 
had the disease are infected. Owing largely to the sensa- 
tional and misleading reports of the daily papers the people 
generally were almost hysterical with fear, and what was a 
serious disease was made worse, for in the psychology of 
disease it is a well known fact that fear disposes to attract, 
while self control, coolness and ordinary hygienic care of 
the body tends to avoidance. To those of us who went 
through the earlier epidemics of 1888-1889 and the early 
90’s this visitation should have seemed familiar. That the 
death rate has been apparently larger is due to exceptional 
reasons—the crowded camp, lack of care especially in the 
cities owing to the dearth of nurses and doctors, so many 
being in government employ, but largely as I have before 
stated, the overwhelming fear and hysterical condition mak- 
ing the people unmanageable.

REPORT OF SCHOOL BOARD. 


Our report of January 31, 1918, covers two thirds of the 
school year, so there is very little to add to it at this time. 

Last spring school gardens were instituted in all the 
schools of the state, and good results were accomplished, 
though a severe frost in June did much damage. Some of 
the boys and girls raised fine crops, especially those whose 
parents took an interest to see that the child kept its 
garden well cultivated. This plan will be continued next 
year and we hope the children will all try to have better 
gardens than before. 

As a result of the change of the fiscal year to end August 
31st, we find it much easier to adjust our finances, and you 
will see by the treasurer’s report that we now have money 
on hand to pay our bills for the school year. 

Our high school tuition will be $40.00 per pupil next 
year, and the general expenses will necessarily be a little 
more than the past year. 

The tax by law next year will be $1,050.00 and high school 
tuition will require $600.00, books and supplies $300.00, and 
for flags, $15.00. 

Only the absolutely necessary repairs have been made 
the past year, but we hope that with normal conditions re- 
turning we shall all want to see our school buildings kept in 
good, wholesome shape and better surroundings for the 
pupils. A sum of money should be appropriated each year 
for general repairs on our schoolhouses, and more attention 
given to this matter than heretofore.
